Building operations in the four pen- 
insula cities of Palo Alto, Burlin- 
game, San Mateo and Redwood City 
for the month of October totaled $525,- 
408. Palo Alto led with $245,888 in 
building permits, followed by Burlin- 
game with a total of $124,705. The 
total for San Mateo was $118,850 and 
for Redwood City, $36,010. 

The surprising announcement that 
at least forty per cent of all motorists 
who come to California each year re- 
main here is made by the State Divi- 
sion of Motor Vehicles. Offering new 
evidence of the State’s fast growth, 
the division revealed thrt approxi- 
mately 28,000 of the 70,000 motorists 
who secure visitors’ permits each year 
exchange these permits for perma- 
nent licenses later on. 

The De Luxe ind Scout halls, in the 
downstown district of Palo Alto are 
in ruins following fire that caused 
damage estimated at $75,000 last week. 
The blaze started in De Luxe Hall 
and spread to the other hall before 
firemen could be sum -oned. Eleven 
autem’ iles under Scout Hall were 
destroyed. 

Photograph of the stars, sunspots 
and of other heavenly phenomena will 
soon be taken in the University of 
Santa Clara by the use of one of the 
largest telescopes in the country, now 
being erected. The instrument is a 
sixty-inch reflecting telescope, with 
non-tarnishable silver mirrors. It 
will be used in the Father Ricard 
Memorial Observatory. 

The bridge across Dog Creek at 
Delta near Redding on the State High- 
way stands completed at a cost of 
$110,000. Construction work was hbe- 
gun over a year ago. The bridge will 
not be open to travel for two weeks, 
pending the completion of the earth 
approaches. The bridge is a 450-foot 
arch span, the floor being 128 feet 
above the bed of Dog Creek. The new 
bridge shortens the distance between 
Redding and Dunsmuir. 

California’s oldest copper, boasting 
fifty-four vears of active service, is 
doing daily duty up on the dome of 
the California State Capitol at Sac- 
ramento. State Architect George B. 
McDougall made this announcement 
last week, and when he says “copper” 
he doesn’t mean police officer. He 
means that the sheet copper covering 
the entire dome of the California State 
Capitol building has been there since 


1873. Its excellent condition has 
aroused comment amoig experts on 
copper and inquiries regarding the 


dome w-re received last week from 
the Copper and Brass Research As- 
sociation of New York. 


Women inmates of San Quentin will 
work hereafter, it became kyown last 
week when they occupied their new 
three-story building equipped with an 
{ndustrial room running the full length 
of the ground floor. In the old anti- 
quated quarters barely enough space 
was provided t» house the feminine in- 
mates, num ering ninety-three, and 
no provision could be made to inter- 
est the prisoners in a useful occupa- 
tion. The new building gives the 
women new opportunities. 

Tioga Pass road into Yosemite has 
had its first snowfall and can be con- 
sidered closed for the season, reports 
the touring bureau of the Automobile 
Club of California. A fall of fifteen 
inches was reported to the Auto Club 
a few days ago. More snow is ex- 
pected, while Yosemite National Park 
reported rain. The all-year road into 
Yosemite is-in good condition and 
will remain open during the winter, 
put motorists should be equipped with 
chains.

At least 12,00@ dele 
gates, and perhaps more from all sec 
tions of the state will be in attend 
ance and the conclave is regarded as 
of particular importance because there 
will be gathered here realtors and city 
builders from 160 cities in California. 

No longer will crooks be employed 
in positions of trust by the city of 
San Diego. To put q halt to the hir- 
ing of men who have “records” in 
other cities, all applicants for jobs, 
from police down to common laborers, 


must undergo fingerprinting, and 
have the prints scrutinized by the 


identification bureau. Bootleggers, 
particularly, have practiced removing 
from cities where they have been con- 
victed, and obtaining public employ- 
ment in a city where they were un- 
known in order to become personally 
acquainted with the police, county and 
federal authorities. 


The Federal Land Bank of Berke- 
ley announced last week that during 
the month of October it made 124 loans 
to farmers of California, Utah, Nevada 
and Arizona, totaling in value $507,- 
500. Califo‘nia farmers were given 
63 loans, totaling $288,200; Utah 43, 
totaling $106,100; Nevada 8, totaling 
$70,500; Arizona 10, votaling $42,700.

Eleven new State banks chartered 
by the State Banking Department 
since January 1, 1927, have added 
total resources to the State banking 
system to the amount of $13,533,368.86 
or over $1,200,000 per bank as an aver- 
age during the last nine months. These 
figures were revealed by the State 
Banking Department last week. 
Branch banks included by State banks 
are not included in the figures, only 
unit banks being considered. The 
State Banking Department as a matter 
of policy has discouraged the organi- 
zation of new banks with less than 
$59,000 capital, officials of the de- 
partment said. None of the banks 
mentioned had a capital of less than 
$50,000. 


California’s county library system, 
operated in conjunction with the State 
Library at Sacramento, is being copied 
in England and Scotland with great 
success, according to State Librarian 
Milton J. Ferguson, who has just re- 
turned from Europe. Ferguson at- 
tended the fiftieth anniversary meet- 
ing of the British Library Association. 

California clergy are entitled to the 
benefits of the wofkingmen’s compen- 
sation insurance act in vase of “in- 
dustrial: injury,” which would mean 
injury while engaged in acting as min- 
isters of the gospel. All ministers 
have been so advised in a circular 
sent out by the Division of Industrial 
Accidents and Safety, State Depart- 
ment of Industrial Relations. 


More than 6,000 persons have been 
arrested in Bakersfield for offenses 
ranging from petit theft and disturb- 
ing the peace, to assault, grand theft 
and other felonies since the first of 
the year, according to a report just 
completed at headquarters by Chiet 
of Police Phil Fickert at Bakersfield. 
Since the chief, on January 1st, took 
office, 222 men and women have been 
arrested within the city limits for 
bootlegging, and more than 70 per 
cent of them have pleaded guilty and 
paid fines rapeimg from $100 to $500 
in naligg const.

Service on steam railroads, electric 


railways and interrurban lines in Cal- 
fornia compares very favorably with 
service on similar lines throughout 
the entire country, according to a4 re- 
port submitted to the Railroad Com- 
mission by Chief Engineer A. G. Mott 
of the commission, summarizing the 
results of a tour of investigation of 
the principal states, with particular 
reference to transportation. The re- 
port states that street car and inter- 
urban electric railway fares are gen- 
erally higher in the Bast than in Cali- 
fornia. 


Plans to reopen the American Boy 
gold mine in the Granite Basin coun- 
try, in Butte county, are announced 
by Ralph Smith, who with his bust- 
ness associates has arrived at Oro- 
ville from Los Angeles. The owners 
plan to conduct opperations on a large 
scale. A new stamp mill has beén 
ordered and work is being rushed to 
install it before roads leading to the 
project are blocked by snow. The 
mine is also Known as the Tolan pro- 
ject and has been worked intermittent- 
ly for many years. It already has a 
small stamp mill, 

The Los Angeles Examiner reported 
last week that the General Motors Cor- 
poration has secured options on two 
tracts of land in the Long Beach har- 
bor district, Los Angeles, with the fn- 
tention of entering the local field with 
a large manufacturing plant. One 
site comprises 600 acres and the other 
300. Reeent plans of the Ford com- 
pany indicates that they will enter 
this territory with ¢ much larger pro- 
gram than was originally intended. 
Consequently General Motors also has 
decided to locate a plant at Los Ange- 
les. 

Guayule rubber, produced from 
shrubs plentiful in the arid regions of 
California and Mexico, has received 
recognition 'y the United States Bu- 
reau of Standards of “comparing fav- 
orably” with plantation Hevea rubber. 
Reports received last by the Califor- 
nia Department of Agriculture states 
that the federal bureau has just com- 
pleted extensive tests which point to 
the utilization of the Guayule shrub 
for commercial purposes. The shrub, 
which produces a copious supply of 
milk, grows voluntarily over many 
parts of southern California. 

James W. Smith, state forest ranger 
of Amador county, has submitted his 
annual report of the fires and dam- 
ages throughout Amador county dur- 
ing this season to the Division of For- 
estry. The report state. in the heading 
of suppression of fires a total cost of 
$788.75 to both county and state. 
3mith in the report estimates under 
the area burned, a total of 1583 acres 
of timber; brush, 6200, and grass, 18,- 
542. In his estimates of damage done 
the ranger gives $1570 for timber, 
$9468.75 for ranges, improvements 
$17,100.

News of Interest to All 


General good weather throughout 
California during November, with 
only a few depressions that will result 
in showers that will increase in vol- 
ume toward the Pacific Northwest, is 
the month’s weather prediction issued 
last week by Father Ricard, ‘Padre of 
the Rains” at Santa Clara. 


Publication of California’s new laws, 
passed at the 1927 session of the Leg- 
islature, has been completed, and the 
edition of 8,000 volumes was last 
week being delivered to Secretary of 
State Frank C. Jordan for public sale, 
it was announced by State Printer 
Carroll H. Smith. All legislation for 
1927 is set forth in each volume, it 
was announced, the new statute book 
totaling 2,525 pages, which contain 85 
resolutions and 898 chaptered laws. 
The law-books will be sold at $5 a 
copy by the Secretary of State. 


Bteps to obtain a full and accurate 
tabulation of all Califurnia highway 
accidents, and thus provide a basis for 
study of the causes of automobile 
mishaps and means of reducing their 
number, were announc! last week 
by Frank G. Snook, chief of the state 
division of motor vehicle accidents. 
All county traffic squad captains un- 
der the proposed plan will be required 
to report the details of every motor 
vehicle mishap to the State division. 


Asserting that the scenic value of 
California highways must be protect- 
ed, Bert B. Meek, State director of 
public works, announced last week 
that action is being withheld on arpli- 
cations by oil producing interests to 
cut through the walls of Ventura high- 
way parapet in approaching State 
tidal lands where oil drilling is pro- 
posed. Meek pointed out the State 
has spent approximately $500,000 on 
the parapet which provides a view of 
the ocean attracting vieitors from all 
over the world. 


Premiums paid on workmen’s com- 
pensation insnrance in California dur- 
ing the last twelve years total $148,- 
680,244.61 and during the same period 
insurance carriers paid $80,087,361.93 
to injured workers and their depen- 
dents, it was announced last week by 
John A. McGilvray, director of the 
State department of industrial rela- 
tions. 


That Trinity County is one of the 
best regions in the state for deer 
hunters is shown by the records of 
last season just compiled in the office 
ef the Trinity National Forest. Hunt- 
ers registered last season at the vari- 
ous gateways to the forest numbered 
8,631. An even 1,000 came into the 
forest and county at the Tower House 
entrance, twenty miles northwest of 
Redding. 

California’s state fish oxchange has 
no right to fix the price of fish caught 
in Mexican waters or beyond the 
three-mile limit of the coast line, 
Judge Andrews ruled last week in 
superior court in San Diego in grant- 
ing an injunction sought by 100 deep- 
sea fishermen of San Diego port 
against the state marketing officials. 
The court overruled a demurrer of 
the attorney general's office to plan- 
tiff’s cause of action in so far as it 
would affect jurisdiction of the state 
on fish caught in foreign waters or 
from the high seas, and sustained it 
as applying to fish caught within the 
three-mile limit. 

California is winning the long bat- 
ble against tuberculosis, it was re- 
vealed last week when the State De- 
partment of Public Health announced 
that the “white plague” death rate 
has been cut almost in half during the 
last two decades. A comprehensive 
survey of death statistics shows that 
the tuberculosis mortality rate in this 
State was only 140.4 per hundred 
thousand population during the last 
year as compared with 221.8 per hun- 
dred thousand in 1906. 

Big Oak Flat, Tioga and Wawona 
mountain roads into the Yosemite val- 
ley are considered closed for the sea- 
son it was announced last. Snow had 
been falling for two days above the 
7600-foot elevation. Waterfalls were 
up to their midspring form and many 
visitors are entering over the All- 
year highway from Merced to view the 
valley. The road is reported in excel- 
lent condition. 

California leads all the states in the 
war against crime, declared Jtichard 
Washburn CRild recently in an address 
opening the conference of the national 
crime cemmission at Washington, of 
which he is chairman. Missouri, he 
declared was at the bottom of the 
lst, its “stubborn legislature” having 
considered its duty done by making it 
a crime to steal a dog. “In mere bulk 
of legislation affecting the criminal 
code, California also easily leads with 
a record of 288 bills introduced and 
86 passed. However, the number 
passed was largely due to the revision 
of the criminal code and the work of 
its standing committee. 

The attractions of California make 
permanent residents out of approxti- 
mately 40 per cent of the automobile 
tourists who visit the State each year. 
This estimate was announced recently 
by Frank G. Snook, chief of the state 
division of motor vehicles, on the basis 


of a check of automobile licenses is- | 


sued over a number of years. Out of 
70,000 temporary permits issued out 
of State tourists last year, said the 
announcement, 28,000 were changed 
into permanent vehicle registrations 
at the request of motorists desiring 
to make their_homes in California. 


It is reported that a very fine chute 


of ore has been discovered on the 1,- 
200-foot level of the Original Mine at 
Clearinghouse, Mariposa County. De- 
velopment work is going ahead at the 
mine on several levels, in most of 
which excellent ore has been devel- 
oped. Capitalists have been at the 
Original recently trying to negotiate 


for its purchase, but is said the mine 
is not for sale. 

Following a conference between 
Governor C. C. Young and State Rail- 
road Commissioner William J. Carr, it 
was announced last week at the exe- 
cutive offices that the governor has 
urged his newly appointed Commis- 
sion on Gas Resources to begin action 
at once in seeking to reduce the wast- 
age of natural gas in California oli 


fields. 
The state departmenet of public 
works, in Ine with the new prison 


camp financing program sponsored by 
Governor C. C. Young’s administra- 
tion, will have 800 convicts working 
at wages on California highways by 
next spring. This was announced last 
week by Bert B. Meck, state director 
of public works, who also revealed 
plans for establishment of a new pri- 
son camp next year in the Monterey 
territory on the Carmel-San Simeon 
route. 


The illegal employment of children 
in California, if any, will be thorough- 
ly investigatec within the next week 
or s0, declared John A. McGilvray, 
state director of industrial relations. 
He said: “William A. Green, president 
of the American Federation of Labor, 
has stated that child labor has in- 
creased approximately 10 per cent in 
the San Francisco area within the 
past two years and has increased all 
over Clifornia. 


To spread the gospel of conserva- 
tion and reforestation, California’s 
state government soon will go into the 
business of ‘making two trees grow 
where one grew before.” A great state 
forest of more than 8000 acres, in the 
virgin hills of Shasta county, now is 
being plotted for the demonstration 
and probably will come under state 
ownership by act of the nevt legisla- 


ture. California’s present stand of 
timber totals 208,325,000,000 board 
feet, or some 16,200,000 acres, Pratt 


said, but more than 7,600,000 acres al- 
ready have been cut over. In the cut- 
over areas, Pratt estimates, there are 
5,700,000 acres which will reforest 
naturally if given proper fire protec- 
tion, but on the remaining 1,900,000 
acres artificial reforestation must be 
undertaken. 

Led by the California State Automo- 
bile Association, a million motorists 
{fn 927 automobile clubs in 11 western 
States will fight for elimination of 
the federal excise tax on motor cars. 


This announcement was made by 
President Burton T. Towne of the 
California State Association. “We will 


fight every step of the way to elim- 
inate this tax,’ Burton said. “Last 
year $66,487,861 was collected from 
auto owners in a tax purely a war 
measure. Similar taxes have been 
eliminated on many other lines. We 
are urging clubs in the west to se- 
cure support of their congressmen in 
the fight to eliminate this tax. 

The prediction that California will 
send a solid delegation to the next Re- 
publican national convention instruct- 
ed for Secretary Hoover was made 
last week by Senator Shortridge, Re- 
publican, California, upon his return 
to Washington. ‘Inasmuch as Presi- 
dent Coolidge will not be a candidate,” 
b@aid “California will send a solid 


delegation for Herbert Hoover for 
President. 
Figures compiled by the National 


Association of Supervisors of State 
Banks showing marked gains in bank- 
ing resources in the last elght years 
and indicating “the growing confi- 
dence of the people of the United 
States in State banking systems,” were 
made public last week by Will C. 
Wood, State superintendent of banks. 
Resources of State banks, Wood said, 
have grown from $25,965,000,000 on 
June 80, 1919, to $40,046,661,C00 on 
June 380, 1927. “The confidence of 
the people of California in State bank- 
ing institutions is not misplaced,” 
Wood declared. “The bank act which 
governs the State banks of California 
affords exceptional legal safeguards 
for saving deposits. From July 1, 
1918, to June 80, 1927, no savings de- 
positor in the savings departments 
of California State banks sustained a 
loss. It is a remarkable record.” 

The Wrigley Corporation, chewing 
gum and confectionery manufacturing 
company organized under the lawa of 
Delaware, last week filed papers with 
the Secretary of State at Sacramento 
seeking a charter to Co business in 
California with headquarters in Los 
Angeles. Capital stock of the Wrig- 
ley Corporation was given as 2,000,- 
000 shares without par value. 

Several carloads of the 1928 Cali- 
fornia motor vehicle registration 
plates— blue background with letters 
and numerals in gold—are being re- 
ceived by the State motor vehicle de- 
partment in preparation for the issu- 
ance of new plates more than two 
months hence. It is estimated that 
nearly two million pairs of plates 
will be required before the end of 1928. 

The famous Siskiyou gold exhibit, 
one of the outstanding features of the 
mineral display at the exposition of 
1915, will be displayed in San Fran- 
cisco at the Pacific Trade and Travel 
Exposition, which opens in the Civic 
Auditorium November 11, 

Plans for the $7,000,000 factory of 
the Firestone Tire and Rubber com- 
pany of California at Los Angeles, 
will be ready this week, according to 
word received by R. D. Sangster, in- 
dustrial manager of the Chamber of 
Commerce.
